
Sentencing of Former Lee County Caregiver 



Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Jack Conway and his 
Medicaid Fraud and Abuse 
Control Unit today an¬ 
nounced the plea of guilty 
and sentencing of a former 
caregiver on a charge of 
defrauding the Kentucky 
Medicaid program. This 
morning, 49-year-old 
Yvette Horvath of Win¬ 
chester was sentenced in 
Lee Circuit Court to five 
years prison, which will 


be diverted for a period 
of five years. Horvath 
was also ordered to pay 
$5,826.16 in restitution 
to the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Medicaid 
Services. During this 
five-year period, Horvath 
will be supervised by the 
Division of Probation and 
Parole. She must also 
complete 40 hours of 
community service and 
refrain from working as a 
home-health provider for 
the period of her diver¬ 
sion. 

Horvath worked 
as a caregiver for Rock 
Arch Refuge, a company 
based in Lee County that 


provides Medicaid-fund¬ 
ed services to disabled 
patients. On March 4, 
2015, Horvath pleaded 
guilty to one count of 
presenting fraudulent 
claims to defraud the 
Kentucky Medical Assis¬ 
tance Program over $300, 
a Class D felony with a 
penalty range of one to 
five years. In pleading 
guilty, Horvath admitted 
that from September 2, 
2013, through January 
18,2014, she submitted 
false timesheets for ser¬ 
vices she did not perform, 
resulting in a loss to the 
Medicaid program of 
$5,826.16.

Six Receive Final Sentencing in Owsley Circuit Court 




Six received final 
sentencing in Owsley Cir¬ 
cuit Court by Honorable 
Michael Dean on April 6, 
2015. 

Brandy Blanken¬ 
ship was sentenced to 5 
years in prison on Count I 
of the Indictment, Fla¬ 
grant Non-Support, Pro¬ 
bated for 5 years. Under 
the terms of the agree¬ 
ment, Blankenship is to 
pay child support arrear¬ 
age of $8726.36 and an 
additional $20 per month 
until it is paid in full; plus 
the court cost. Blanken¬ 
ship is to report to proba¬ 
tion and parole. 

Jerrod Bowling 
was found guilty of the 
following charges: Count 
I: Obstruction/Interfer¬ 
ence with an Officer -12 
months; Count II: Pre¬ 
scription Con. Sub not in 
proper container, 2nd of¬ 
fense -12 months; Count 
IV: Illegal Possession of 
Legend Drug -12 months; 
Count I, II and IV shall 


run concurrent. Count III 
Tampering with physical 
evidence was dismissed. 
Bowling was ordered to 
be confined to the County 
Jail fora period of six (6) 
months on the charges 
in this action and the 
remaining 6 months shall 
be probated for a period 
of 2 years. He is ordered 
to pay court costs and or¬ 
dered to report to proba¬ 
tion and parole. 

Benny Vires was 
found guilty to the fol¬ 
lowing charges: Count I: 
Ammended to Possession 
of Methamphetamine - 2 
years; Count II: Unlaw¬ 
ful Possession of Meth 
Precursor, 1 st Offense, 

5 years; Count IV: Drug 
paraphernalia - 60 days; 
Counts I, II and IV run 
concurrently. Counts III 
TICS within 1,000 feet 
of a school and Count 
V: 1 st degree PFO were 
dismissed. Vires was 
sentenced to prison for a 
period of 5 years and was 


committed to the custody 
of the Department of Cor¬ 
rections. 

Clayton Jump was 
sentenced to 5 years in 
prison for Count I of the 
Indictment, possession 
of Methamphetamine 
precursor; 12 months for 
Count II of the Indictment, 
Drug paraphernalia, 3 
years of Count III of the 
indictment Possession of 
a Controlled Substance, 

1 st Degree, 1 st Offense, 

12 months for Count IV 
of the Indictment, Flee¬ 
ing or Evading Police, 

2nd Degree, and 90 days 
for CountV of the Indict¬ 
ment, Menacing, all to run 
concurrent and all probat¬ 
ed for 5 years. Jump shall 
complete an inpatient 
rehabilitation treatment 
facility as directed by 
probation and parole and 
shall complete counseling 
at Kentucky River Com¬ 
munity Care. He is also or¬ 
dered to pay court costs.

is unsuccessful, the 
clerk receives a letter 
congratulating them on 
passing the Compliance 
Check and receives a gift 
card from the Owsley 
County Drug Awareness. 
Seven businesses were 
included in the tobacco 
compliance check: BP, 
Valero, Funtown Quick 
Mart, Family Dollar, Dol¬ 
lar General, Joe's Meat 
Market, and Shopwise. 
Unfortunately, three out 
of the seven businesses 
failed the compliance 
check. These businesses 
include Valero, Funtown 
Quick Mart, and Joe's 
Meat Market.

SIN, RIGHTEOUS¬ 
NESS AND JUDG¬ 
MENT 

No less than four 
times Jesus refers to the 
Holy Spirit as the “Com¬ 
forter.” All Christians 
should find comfort from 
the Holy Ghost through 
prayer and Bible read¬ 
ing. It is interesting every 
time Christ calls the Holy 
Ghost the Comforter 
occurs at the last supper 
(John 14:16, 26; 15:26; 
16:7). 

In each case, 
Christ explains how the 
Holy Spirit will give us 
comfort. 

John 14:16 tells 
us we are comforted 
because the Spirit will 
abide with us forever. 

Ten verses later the Holy 
Ghost comforts us by 
teaching us all things and 


bringing things we’ve 
learned to our remem¬ 
brance. 

In the next chapter, John 
15:26, we are comforted 
because the Spirit teaches 
us of Christ. 

Then we come to John 
chapter sixteen; it is here 
we see Christians be¬ 
ing comforted through 
the means by which the 
Holy Spirit deals with the 
world. 

“And when he 
is come, he will reprove 
the world of sin, and of 
righteousness, and of 
judgment: Of sin, because 
they believe not on me; 
Of righteousness, because 
I go to my Father, and ye 
see me no more; Of judg¬ 
ment, because the prince 
of this world is judged” 
(John 16:8-11). 

Interesting thought; it 


should bring comfort to 
the Christian when the 
Holy Ghost reproves the 
world of sin, righteous¬ 
ness and judgment. Why 
should it bring comfort to 
Christians to see anyone 
scolded? 

When God 

rebukes someone because 
of sin, righteousness or 
judgment, He is leading 
them to Him. He is at¬ 
tempting to bring them to 
salvation. 

Christ describes why 
the Holy Spirit is doing 
this rebuking. 

John 16:9. “Of sin, be¬ 
cause they believe not on 
me;” Jesus Christ is the 
Saviour and He saves us 
from our sins (Matthew 
1:21). People need to be 
reproved from sin because 
they don’t believe on 
Jesus, thus leading them 
to have a misconception 
about how God looks at 
sin. The general opinion 
is God will weigh the 
good against the bad and 
if the scales tip toward the 
good, all is well. Some 
believe God holds partic¬ 
ular sins, like murder or 
rape, as crossing the line, 


condemning one to hell, 
and since most people 
have never committed 
such things, they believe 
all is well. Others will 
hold some religious ritual, 
such as baptism, as God’s 
accepted ticket to eter¬ 
nal life. There are other 
ideas of what makes God 
happy, but these three are 
the main opinions of the 
western world. 

The truth is, 

God hates sin, and this 
separates the world from 
God (Psalm 66:18; Isaiah 
59:2). Jesus came to save 
the world from sin by 
dying on the cross (Mat¬ 
thew 1:21; John 1:29; 1 
Corinthians 5:7; 1 Peter 
1:18-19). Christ has sent 
the Holy Spirit to reprove 
the world of sin because 
they don’t believe in Him. 
Until the world changes 
its views of sin, it will 
never understand the 
need of a Saviour. 

John 16:10, “Of 
righteousness, because I 
go to my Father, and ye 
see me no more;” With 
Christ gone, God is not 
walking around in bodily 
form on this earth any¬ 


more. Because of this we 
don’t see righteousness 
on a daily basis. Just as 
with sin, the world has a 
misconception of righ¬ 
teousness and the Spirit is 
trying to change that. 

Our righteousnesses are 
as “filthy rags” (Isaiah 
64:6). However, when we 
are saved Christ becomes 
our righteousness (1 
Corinthians 1:30; Romans 
10:3-4; Philippians 3:9). 
The world tends to think, 
the more good a person 
does, the more righteous 
they become. With our 
righteousness unaccept¬ 
able to God and the saved 
are clothed in His righ¬ 
teousness, the Holy Spirit 
is attempting to change 
the world’s thinking of 
righteousness. 

The last bit of 
reprimand comes because 
of the world’s thinking on 
judgment, “Of judgment, 
because the prince of this 
world is judged” (John 
16:11). Most people tend 
to think hell is a place 
Satan, his demons and 
only a hand full of people 
will end up. Although 


the flames of hell are 
prepared for the devil 
and his angels (Matthew 
25:41), more people will 
end up in hell than in 
heaven (Matthew 7:13- 
14). Again, this reproof 
comes to convince people 
of their need for a Sav¬ 
iour. 

A drowning 

man will not reach for a 
life preserver unless he 
believes he needs it. It 
should be a comfort to 
Christians when someone 
realizes they need Jesus, 
the spiritual life preserver, 
and reaches for the Sav¬ 
iour. 

The goal of the reproof 
is to have as many people 
believe on Jesus as pos¬ 
sible. One may wonder 
how the Holy Ghost does 
this. Mainly, He does 
this through the Christian 
(Romans 10:13-17).

Liza 
Jane’s mother Lorene 
had been a stay at home 
mother and when Liza and 
Emma had grown up and 
had a home and children 
of their own they clearly 
understood the importance 
of a mother’s responsi¬ 
bilities.

Report on the Financial Statement 

We have audited the accompanying statement of revenues, expenditures, and excess fees - regulatory basis of the County Sheriff of 
Owsley County, Kentucky, for the year ended December 31,2013, and the related notes to the financial statement. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statement 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement in accordance with accounting practices 
prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s regulatory basis 
of accounting as described in Note 1. Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal 
control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due 
to fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinidn on the financial statement based on our audit We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for Countv Fee Officials 
issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky.

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the revenues, expenditures, and excess 
fees of the County Sheriff for the year ended December 31, 2013, in accordance with the basis of accounting practices prescribed or 
permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated December 19, 2014 on our consideration of 
the Owsley County Sheriff s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of 
laws, regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters.
